Nehru in India, some 240,000,000 of them, 
were instructed on Saturday by the All-India 
Congress party’s working committee to re- 
sist any invasion with -‘nonviolent nonco- 
operation.” The world is informed that it 
could only take that form because the British 
government ‘had prevented the organization 
of national defence by the people in any 
other way. However, say the Nationalist 
Jeaders, “we may not bend the knee to an 
aggressor nor obey any of his orders.” 

The men who have overrun British, 
American and Dutch territory in the south- 
ern Pacific, who are now at the gates of 
India and at China’s backdoor, who are pre- 
sumably preparing either--for-an-all-out_at.
